nevertheless, need not despair, for you are still able to perform 
with a fair degree of accuracy the usual reaction experiments at 
a comparatively small cost. The Sanford Vernier Chrono- 
scope II is a very satisfactory instrument for students' use. 

A pamphlet giving details both on the construction and use 
of the instrument is yours for the asking. This pamphlet also 
describes Model I which is of simpler construction and possesses 
a smaller field of usefulness.
